Senator Cockrell on the Changes in 
Federal Offices.

A Tribute to the President and His Admin- 
istration—Mr. Randall Conveys Important 
Information to Mr. Cleveland in the Mat- 
ter of Removals— The Latter's Response 
Thereto—St. Louis Post Office Inspectors 
Removed.

Wasutvotow, D. C., May 1.—The attack by Sena- 
tor Eustis upon the Administration and the policy 
of the President does not meet with favor among 
other Senators of the same political faith. Among 
a number interviewed on the sub- 
ject was Senator Cockrell of Missouri. 
He said: 1 have not the time to read 
or discuss the sentiments of other men, but this 1 
will say, that he who expects the officers of the Gov- 
ernment to be changed in a year is foolish. Yet 
there undoubtedly are those who have looked for it 
to be done in a few months. These are people who 
do not for one moment consider the vastness of the 
tack of accomplishing the changes. Look at the 
52,000 post-offices, Suppose that 150 postmasters 


were 
APPOINTED EVERY DAY IN THE YEAR, 


even at that rate it would require a 
year to change the offices, and what 
sort of appointments would be made in such haste? 
Then there is the difficulty of investigating the 
incumbent officials, for it must not be forgotten 
that the warp and the woof of the Government is 
still Republican, and uses its entrenched power to 
retard and thwart Democratic investigation. It 
is impossible, in this. state of the case, 
to get at the bottom of things all at once, and cer- 
tainly the President ought not, nay, cannot, move 
men arbitrarily without a charge against them, ad- 
vised or proven. I frankly admit, now, that I 
should like to see a little more celerity character- 
izing the movement of the Administration toward 
a change, but it would be very absurd in me to 
abuse the Administration on that account. We 
can have confidence in the President. He is a good 
and strong man. I am constantly astonished in 
my contact with him by his wide and 
intimate knowledge of every subject with which he 
has any possibility of dealing. 
“I VENTURE THE ASSERTION 

that he knows more of the working of the de- 
partments and the whole system and ma- 
chinery of our Government at this moment, 
when not two months since his inauguraticn, 
have elapsed, than any other President knew in a 
year thereafter. When I called on him, in company 
with Mr. Broadhead, for the purpose of having the 
latter sent to France on official business cormected 
with the French Spoliation Claim, I took a copy 
of the law relating to the subject. 
I found that the President hadin his head a per- 
fect digest of the law and of everything pertain 
ing to the claim. On another occasion I went to 
see him about an important positionin the Treas- 
ury Department, the incumbent of which I had good 
reason to believe deserved removal. The case was 
no soonor alluded to than it was evident that the 
President was familiar with it throughout. In con- 
clusion, I tell you that, in my judgment, the Ad- 


ministration is bound to go slowly.”

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The Annexation of Cuba. 
By Telegraph to the Pust-Dispatca. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 1.—A prominent Western 
gentieman here says that there is an influential ele 
ment which exists here and is apparently growing 
in strength in favor of the annexation of Cuba. It 
is argued by the supporters of this scheme that 
»Free“ sugar alone, which would be one of the 
results of annexation, would be more than sufficient 
cow pensation for the price to be paid for the acqui 
sition. Itis argued that the fertile soil of Cuba, if 


the island was brought under the rule of the United 
States and influence of republican institutions, 
would attract a‘iventurous and energetic settlers by 
the thousands, who would make it a teeming m ne 
of wealth. It is known that of late years, so far 
from receiving any revenue of consequence from 
Cuba, it hasrather entailed expense than other- 
wise on the Government. Spain is miserably poor 
and becoming poorer every day If she sees no 
prospect. of exacting any further tribute from 
Cuba, itis not unreasonable to expect that she 
could be successfully tempted with an offer of 8100, 
000,000 in cash. Such a sum as this, in one lump, 
would put the Government of Spain on its feet 
again for a long time to come, Intelligence from 
Cuba is to the effect that the ple there have 
been discussing the subject of annexation to the 
United States, and that public sentiment is favora- 
bly inclined toward the idea. Tne planters and 
merchants are said to be very despondent by the 
depressed condition of affairs. and believe that 
prompt and full relief would come if the Island 
changed owners. A leading Senator who belongs 
to the annexation party here said to-day that the 
Cleveland Administration would execute a most 
brilliant stroke of policy if it could bring about the 
annexation. He thought it would be expedient for 
Minister Foster to be instructed in, the new negotia- 
tion which it was understood he was 
to conduct with Spain, to keep constantly in mind 
the question of the cession of Cuba to the United 
States, and

when a favorable opportunity occurred, or per- 
haps it would be better to send a special envoy to 
Madrid, of ability and judgment. 

It is understood that intimations of this character 
have been thrown out to the severa! members of the 
Administration, but, so far as can be ascertained, 
they seem to haye made little if any impression. It 
is doubtful, findeed, whether it would be 
practicable to stir up any public sentiment in this 
country to the point of favoring the acquisition of 
Cuba, although the Senator above alluded to ex- 
prés-ed great confidence in the belief that the 
advantages of annexation can be so easily demon- 
strated as to make it one of the most popular pro- 
jects ever agitated.

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REDUCING THE FORCE. 


The Treasury Special Agent at the Local 
Custom House. 

The Wreasury Department sent out some time ago 
a request to the Collectors of Customs to make a 
thorough canvass of the state of their forces, and 
report upon the expediency of reducing the num- 
ber of employes.

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THE QUOTATIONS COMING. 


Chicago Markets Received on Change To- 
' Day in Good Shape. 
Considerable commotion was created on Change 

yesterday by the failure of the Chicago quotations 

to arrive; traders stood idly about the bulletin 
hoards wondering what in the deuce had bappened, 
and business, as a consequence, was almost as slack 
as though the day were a holiday. It was, of 
course, generally believed that it was a mistake of 
some sort, but nobody was able to offer anything 
like a satisfactory explanation. The 
merchants, accordingly, put in the morning 


in wondering what had happened and the after- 
noon in being indignant, and had the quotations 
been missing to-day; there is no telling what meas- 
ures might. have been taken. What made tbe 
feeling so much the worse was, that while the 
Exchange was completely in ignorance of what 
Chicago was doing, some of the bucket shops got 
their quotations right along, and the merchants 
could only tell the range of wheat by 
visiting tbe bucket shops and finding out. 
This 2 however, the quotations came in 
right from the opening, and cortinued without any 
intermission throughout the day. 

A telegram was received from Mr. Geo. M. Mor- 
gan, the secretary of the Exchange, who is at pres- 
ent in Chicago, which ran as foilows: 

‘The market report committee confirm the state- 
ment of the Wesiern Union that the quotations will 
go out to us this morning asheretofore. Keep me 
posted as to whether or not they 
they come. There will probably be some delay in 
transmission till the scheme gets into working order, 


“which cannot be avoided as all is confusion.” 


This confusion, as Mr. Seth Cobb explained to a 
reporter, is consequent upon the movement of the 
Chicago Exchange into its new building. “This is 
a phase of the war against the bucket shops,“ said 
Mr. Cobb. “Heretofore, it has been possible 
for a man to stand at the counter 
of~ the Telegraph office in the 
Chicago Exchange, and take off and send the 
quotations. These are now sent by a pneumatic 
tube out uf the Excha to the telegraph office, 
aod herce, they cannot be duplicated. It must be 
remembered that the Board of Tradein Chicago 
has only just moved into its new building and con- 
sequently all of its arrangements are not perfected. 
We are getting our quotations to-day in as gooda 
shape as ever we got them.”

Dealers in Spirits and Tobacco Come up 
tothe Desk. 

The long lines of individuals with greenbacks in 
their bands still continue to decorate the license 
room of Collector Sturgeot.’s office, to complete the 
payment of their annual dues. Those who com- 
prise the mingled mass of the different nationaii- 
ties are all wholesale and retail dealers in liquors, 
mialt liquors, leaf tobacco and manufactured 
tobacco; manufacturers of stills, tobacco 
and cigars; peddlers of tobacco, first, second 


third and fourth classes: rectifiers and brewers. 
Among these are included the drurgist, the cicar 
dealers at the hotel stands and at the great bar 
of the Collector's desk they all finda level: the 
dark-skinned Italian with his foreign garb ming- 
ling his own peculiar odor with the fine-haired 
young representative of some drug house, 
redolent of the latest perfumes in the 
market, The collection is one characteristic 
of this great country, and if one doesn’: believe it, 
let him stand in the office awhile, and listen to the 
different dialects with which the applicants make 
known. tbeir desires or voice their complaints.

How to Deal With the Cattle Plague.

Had the cattle owners in Calloway County, Mo., 
and in the neighbormg counties, felt that they 
had only themselves to rely on—if they had not 
been deluded by hopes of governmental aid, they 
would bave acted promptly and decisively, as men 
act iu other emergencies, like fire or flood. The 
Kentucky method is so much better, so much more

Ir the hopes of peace in Europe depend on 


the pacific mediation of BISMARCK we may as 
well look out for war. Germany has conquered 
all possible dangers, except two, and there are 
only two sources from which trouble might 
come to the great empire. Germany can easily 
get the best of any European power single- | 
handed, but an attack by France and Russia 
jointly would be a very unpleasant experience. 


If Russia wishes to weaken her army, to bank- 
rupt her treasury and to mortgage her re- 
sources for twenty years to come, there is no 
reason why Germany should work hard to pre- 
vent. such a consummation. As far as En- 
gland’s warfare is concerned, the naval supe- 
riority of that power is a thorn in the side of 
every other power in Europe, and Germany es- 
pecially suffers from the constant contrast be- 
tween her own greatness on land and hen help- 
lessness on the oceans of the world. BISMARCK 
is not worried at all by any prospect of danger 
to either Russia or Great Britain. 


SENATOR VAN WYCK is urging the Adminis- 
tration to devise and adopt a more summary 
form of proceedings against the parties who 
are unlawfully fencing and holding the public 
lands. Since they have begun to murder the 
homesteaders and other settlers who lawfully 
intrude upon tracts the land-grabbers have un- 
lawfully fenced, the time has come when almost 
any sort of vigorous and effective action against 
them would be justifiable. They have hitherto 
grinned defiance at the Government through 
the meshes of its own red tape. To eject them 
from a fenced tract, it was held that the tract 
must first be officially surveyed and accurately 
described by plat in the writ, and while the 
land office was making out the case in this way 
they had only to move part ofthe fencing to 
evade the force of the writ when issued. A new 
law dispensing with the necessity for a prelim- 
inary survey is now to be tried, but it looks 
like tomfoolery to stand upon legal formalities 
of any sort in dealing with men who, with no 
shadow of right or title, are seizing large 
tracts of public land, and by force of arms 
preventing lawful settlers from occupying it, 
A United States Marshal, backed bya posse 
or a file of soldiers, and authorized to destroy 
fences and arrest all persons unlawfully assum- 
ing exclusive possession of public land, would 
seem to meet the exigencies of all such cases. 
We cannot see why there should be any more 
ceremony in dealing with them than in deal- 
ing with the Oklahoma settlers.

Ax article in another column from the 
Courier-Journal tells how an outbreak of 
pleuro-pneumonia among the herds of thor- 
ough-breds in the Blue Grass region was effect- 
ually dealt with last September. Governor 
KNorr, who was formerly Attorney-General of 
Missouri and chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee in Congress, refused to convene the 
Kentucky Legislature, and pointed out how 
the people were afforded by existing laws am- 
ple means of abating the nuisance and nipping 
the danger in the bud. The man who keeps an 
infected herd in a situation where it is likely to 
infect others is liable to indictment and pun- 
ishment, at the discretion of a jury, under the 
common law, and if the nuisance 1s continued 
the courts would have power to order its 
abatement by the summary destruction of the 
‘property, or by requiring the herd to be kept 
sequestered till all danger to other herds had 
passed away. Moreover, any private citizen 


| can, in extreme cases, abate such a nuisance at 


as the circumstances might indicate, be more 

desirable.” . 

The Governor went on to show what were the 

rights and responsibilities of private citizens in 
such an emergency. Zach private citizen might, at 
bis own risk, abate a nuisance, though he would 
have to show that the facts authorized such per 

emptory action, and, of course, this was not to be 
considered except in extreme case 8. 

In addition to the remedy by penal prosecution, 
the owner of an infected herd would be answerable 
in damage to any one directly injured by the 
spread of the contagion after the factof its exist- 
ence had come to his knowledge. 

Moreover the Governor called the attention of the 
petitioners to the fact that if a justice of the peace 
be informed by affidavit that the owner of any dis- 
tempered cattle has permitted them to run at large 
outside of his inclosure, ur has driven the same into 
or through any part of this Commonwealth it is the 
duty of the justice to issue his order in the name of 
the Commonwealth commanding the owner to im- 
pound them, and if he fail or refuse so to do, the 
magistrate has power to order them to be killed 
and buried at the expense of the owner. 

This was not just the response expected, but it 
showed clearly that the fault lay nqt in the law, but 
with its execution. The Governor's action was 
fully justified by the result. As soon as the owners 
of the cattle realized their responsibility they took 
every possible precaution to stamp out the disease, 
and it did not spread beyond the original herd in 
Harrison County. This herd has been recently in- 
spected by United States officers and pronounced 
perfectly free from disease. 

Now, if the Legislature had been called, a large 
expense would have been incurred by the State; the 
slaughtered cattle would have been paid for, and 
cattle not infected would have been slaughtered, 
and individual exertions to prevent the spread of 
the disease would have relaxed, and our cattle 
trade would have suffefed irreparable damage. 
Besides this, the people themselves would have 
failed to learn a valuable lesson in self-reliance.

Secretary Bayard’s Tribulations, 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Secretary Bayard has been singularly unfortu- 
nate in multiplying tribulati upon himself and the 
administration in Yoreign appointments. Most of 
these tribulations are from wholly or measurably 
accidental causes; but the political effect is much. 
the same whether errors are incidental, accidental 
or otherwise.

Messrs. Lawton and Jackson so manfully 
recognize their duties in declining, that they nave 
more than vindicated their fitness for the highest 
positions at home or abroad, They best compliment 
themselves and honor the offices tendered them by 
assuming that there should not be a shade of doubt 
as to the eligibility of the men who fillthem. Mr. 
Keiley chose to unfit himself for the Italian mission 
by the very free exercise of our very free speech in 
offensively criticising the Italian government, and 
his recent explanation of that criticism clearly de- 
clared his unfitness to represent this government 
abroad at any court. Mr. Bloxham declines for 
personal reasons, in no way reflecting upon the 
wisdom of his appointment. 

These various declinations, some voluntary, some 
involuntary and some of the smaller ones petulant: 
ly, make up a formidable complication of affairs 
for the new Secretary of State; but they give him 
a wholesome lesson as to how to repair damages.

Field’s Career and Future. 


| Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WasxInoTon, April 29.—Justice Field will remain 
upon the bench three years longer. He intends to 
retire when he has served twenty-five years upon 
the bench. This will give President Cleveland an 
opportunity of filling his place with a Democrat. 
Undoubtedly Attorney-General Garland will be 
selected. Justice Field intends to devote the 
remainder of his life to literary work. Very few 


ever take the time or the trouble to sit down in the 
quiet of their libraries and record their observa- 
tions, Washington to-day has a great many men 
who have abundant leisure anda rich experience 
with which to make contributions to the history of 
the time. None of them, however, have hada 
more eventful life than Justice Field. He was one 
of a family of five brothers, four of whom are now 
living and are prominent before the public. When 
the Justice was a lad, 13 years of age, he went to 
Smyrna with his sister, who married a missionary. 
He was in Smyrna for several years, and acquired 
during his stay there quite a knowledge of Oriental 
languages. He also learned to speak the French 
language. It was his idea when he went to the 
East to fit himself for a professorship of Oriental 
languages in some Eastern college. He went with 
a Mr. and Mrs. Hill to the southern part 
of Greece for a visit. The Hills went from Con- 
necticut to Greece for the purpose of establishing a 


school for the education of young ladies. This 
school became s a great success. In it 
have been educated all the young ladies of the 


leading families of Greece. Several years ago Jus- 
tice id revisited the Eastern where he 
had so much time in his boyhood. Although 


fifty years had ela „be found the Hills still 
living. Mrs. Hill died only the other day, at the 
age of 83. Mr. Hill, too, is now dead, but he lived 
to the age of 92,

In his reminiscencs of the past the Justice will 
describe the incidents of the terrible plague which 
he witnessed when he first lived in the East. 
He saw both the dread Asiatic cholera and the 
plague. Although he moved in the midst of these 
two terrible epidemics he escaped sickness. He 
acied as a nurse in attending a number of cholera 
patients. But in the plague he was able to do 
nothing. Hesays that that disease is beyond 
human help or knowledge go far as any present 
discoveries have reached. The touch of a man 
who has the real pla ue is sure contamination. 
Ninety per cent of those who have the plague die. 
When a man is taken, every one fliesfrom before 
bim. He is instantly deserted and left to fight with 
the most terrible of epidemics alone. His death is 
almost sure to follow within twelve hours following. 
The Judge recalls a very dramatic scene 
at a dinner at which he 
was present, during the early days of the epidemic. 
The guests were seated about a brilliantly lighted 
board. The social spirit among the guests was high, 
A toast was about to be drunk. The guests turued 
to pledge each other and saw one of the servants 
who was waiting upon the tabie fall dead. Instant- 
ly they all cried, the plague,” and in the briefest 
moment of time every one had fled leaving the wine 
standing in the glasses, the toast undrunk. No one 
entered that house for a year afterwards and when 
they did, after employing in advance the ee pee. 
erful disinfectants, tney found there the dried and 
decayed remnants of the feast withthe grinning 
skeieton of the servant who had waited upon them 
lying im his clothes just where he had fallen the 
night of the banquet.

Mr. Gariand’s wishes in this matter are well ander- 
stood.

The penalty for col- 
lecting higher rates, or unjust discrimination. isa 
fine of not less than 8100 or more than $609 fur the 
first offense. and not less than $300 ner more 
than $1,000 fur subsequent offenses. At present the 
yardage charge per head on cattle is 50 cents, and 
th other articles in proportion.

Victor Emmanuel's Preserver. 
Rome in Letter Philadelphia Bulletin. 
A man has just died here whose name fs in- 
extricably associated with the fortunes of the 
House of Savoy, and the accomplishment of 
Italian unity, and yet whose existence was 
probably unknown toany one outside Italy, 
and to a good many people in it. This was a 
certain Sig. Marcellini Zanotti, foster-brother 
of Victor Emmanuel. His mother was the 
late King’s nurse and foster-mother, and was 
the heroine of that incident (known to students 
of King Victor EmmManuel’s life, but probabi y 
igno by many of your readers) whic 
ht so strangely have altered the history of 
Italy during the last half century. 
When Victor Emmanuel was still an infant in 
arms his mother and father paid a short visit 
to Florence, and it was there that the room in 
which the sleeping child had been left was 
found to be on fire. The curtains of the caadie 
were already burning when his nurse rushed in 
and rescued him, which she did so ‘effectual! 
that the child was found to be quite unharmed, 
but the devoted woman herself was 80 badly 
burned that she afterwards died of her iujuries, 
Ingratitude is not a fauit of the House of Sa- 
voy, and it is needless to say that the Zanotti 
family became the object of the warmest and 
most benevolent friendship to Victor Emman- 
uel when he grew up.
